The  Antiquary  Coach  to  EDINBURGH  starts  from  the 
New  Inn,  Bridge  Street,  every  Morning  at  half-past  Seven 
o'clock  ;  and  from  No.  10.  Princes  Street,  Edinburgh,  at  Four 
afternoon  in  winter,  (October  to  April)  and  at  Five  during 
the  other  months.  Another  Coach  also  leaves  the  Spire 
Hotel  every  afternoon,  at  Three  o'clock  in  winter,  and  Four 
in  Summer  :  and  leaves  Edinburgh  every  morning  at  Eight. 

The  Charlestown  and  Dunfermline  Omnibus  starts 
from  the  Rail-way  Office,  Nethertoim,  during  the  winter 
months,  every  lawftil  day,  at  half-past  Seven,  morning,  for 
Charlestown,  where  the  Lion  Steam-Boat  is  in  waiting,  and 
sails  immediately  with  Passengers  for  the  Chain-pier ;  which 
it  leaves  again  at  Two  o'clock,  afternoon,  and  arrives  at 
Charlestown  between  Four  and  Five ;  where  the  Omnibus  is 
in  waiting  to  convey  passengers  to  Dunfermline.

In  the  Summer  months 
the  Omnibus  leaves  the  Office  at  Seven  morning,  and  at 
half-past  Two  afternoon,  with  passengers  for  the  Lion,  which 
sails  immediately  on  its  arrival ;  and  again  leaves  the  Chain- 
pier  at  Ten  morning,  and  Five  afternoon ;  when  the  Omnibus 
waits  the  arrival  of  the  Passengers.
